Oklahoma City, Okla., 
December 8, 1923 
The State Board of Agriculture 
at this time estimates from the re­ 
ports of its correspondents that the 
average seeded to winter wheat this 
fall in Oklahoma is 90 percent of 
that sown last fall, or 3.360,000 
acres. This area represents a re­ 
duction of about 373,000 acres. Un­ 
satisfactory prices and the inability 
Jo sow the crop because of wet 
weather were the main causes for 
such a reduction. The growing con­ 
dition of the crop is satisfactory, 
the figures reported being 86 per­ 
cent of normal as compared to 80 
percent aj this time last year. Early 
sown wheat it being bothered slight­ 
ly by chinch bugs and Hessian fly 
in Woodward county, according to 
reports. Much difficulty was had in 
planting the crop this year as it 
was too dry for plowing the first
